'Pis the smile of Cod 



Last month over 135,000 stran* 
gets arrived in Denver to attend 

the <i A Et . encampment, and 

most ol them are veteians of the 

great war. The hotels were crowd* 

ed. The streets were black with 
pedestrians. Ten years ago there 
were about 110,000 members of tho 
G. A. It In each year since there 
has been a falling off. The pre- 
sent membership is only 275,000 — 
a loss of 185,000 in tec years ! 
Losses by death last year were 
7,790. Well, the veterans are 
rapidly passing away. In fifteen 

years the Q. A. K. will be but a 

memory, and with the probable ex- 
ception of a few, the white haired 
old veterans, once so young and 
strong, will be numbered with the 
dead. The average age of the e\ 
soldiers in 1865 was twenty live, 
and it is now sixty-six.

There is no use foi chronic eom- 
stiniptives lo come here, but their 
lives may only be prolonged a fow 
months. 

The most comfortable and luxuri- 
ous sanitarium is called " The Ag 
ties Slemorial Sanitarium," recently 
erected by Lawrence ('. Phipps, in 
memory of his mothsr, Mrs. Agnes 
Phipps, who died of tuberculosis. 
The Institution is free lo everybody, 
but hopeless cases will not be ie- 
ceived. If a patient has remained 
six months without showing any 
sie,ns ot recovery, he must leave 
and give up his room lo more hope- 
ful cases. The open air treatment 
is practiced. Everybody sleeps out 
of doors, no tnattoi how cold. No 
medicine is used, air and sunshine 
are the only medtciui 

Joaquin Miller, one of the greatest 
authors in Ameiiea, says: "She 
[Denver] sitS forever in the sun." 

True, the sun shines six out of ei 
seven days, or the aver 
sunshine in a year are 310 In the 
summer the rays of the sun are \ 
hot, but the air is always cool and 
dry.

■»t? WITTE'N START I* I.H'K. 



There has undoubtedly been a 
considerable increase ot friendly 
sentiment among the American 
people toward Russia as a result of 
the Peace Conference recently held 
at Portsmouth. This has been due 
for tho most part to the excellent 
impression made in this country by 
the Czar's senior envoy, Scrgius 
Julievitch do Wilte. 

De Witte, who has won a great 
many friends by his pleasing and 
striking personality, is without 
a doubt the biggest man in Russian 
public life to day, and ranks 

Among the greatest statesmen from 

any country who have visited our 
shores in recent years. 

A few years ago he was but little 
known outside of his own country, 
and yet in the attainments of na- 
tional finance, in which he has 
been eminently successful, he has 
stood with Gladstone, of England, 
and von Miquel of Germany, as the 
only -men- tin 

the last hull' eenti! 
organisation of the Hank of Russia, 
the establishment of a protective 
taiiff, the setting aside of reserve 
funds to assist agriculture, and Hie 
reduction of taxes through the 
subsitution of indirect for direct 
taxation — these have been only a 
part Of his work. The lessening of 
the burden of taxation has made 
him as well, the most popular 
minister in Russia. 

When De Witte came to power, 
over ten years ago, Russian tlnat 
were in a bad Way, in spits of Vish- 
negradski's patient efforts to con* 
OUST the confidence of Europe. De 
Witte whs essentially a pra< 
man. He had been trained in a rail- 
way office; he had risen to the post 
of director. He took office in a bad 
year. Everywhere the crops had 
failed. The old war debt weighed 
on the treasury. Taxes were 
heavy. The tariff was in confusion. 
Yet, within a twelve month, he 
swung the country into the sun- 
light, and succeeded Anally in put- 
ting the finances on a solid and 
permanent basis 

When the ciops failed in 1892 he 
lent the farmers and peasants nearly 
thirty-three million dollars. The 
money came back. Another J 
— it was 1898 — over seven million 
dollars were lent thus in one single 
province. He has been ondea I 
ing to break down the old communal 
System, whereby the peasants 
owned and worked their lands in 
common, and to introduce indi- 
vidual ownership. 

I5_\ establishing a stale monopoly 
in alcohol, De Witte has vastly de- 
ed Intemperance among the 

Russian peasantry. By his 

sight he has started a progressive 

development of the new lands to the 
eastward. He is both an inb 
and extensive statesman — a finan- 
cier of exceptional ability, a man 
whose heart is with Ihe DCOpli 
f.u -seeing empire-builder. Long ago 
he saw that the economic and com- 
mercial future of the empire lay in 
the extreme East, and that, in the 
vast Russian possesions washed by 
the Pacific ami it tributary seas, the 
great poits would, in lime, be 
ed. Vladivostok was fust; Dalny 
came second ; and this was to bo 
only the beginning. He urged on 
the great Siberian Railway, the tlrst 
stone of which was laid by the pie- 
sent C74ir in the reign of Alexander 
111. It was all part of a broad and 
well-considered polic 

The results of the recent war will 

-itato the cuitailment of these 

plans to a vsry large extent, but tho 

policy has been established and will 



no doubt continue throughout all 
the large portion of Asia still under 
Russian control. 

De Witte's life-story is remark- 
ably similar to that of the represen- 
tative type of American who has 
worked his way up from very hum- 
ble beginnings. He was the son of 
German immigrants into Russia. 
That worked against him in the 
beginning. He wan not of the race, 
he was not of the nobility, and he 
was not of the people. His flocks 
were poor. His early life was 
spent among many hardships. He 
was obliged to borrow the books 
that gave him his first iusight to 
knowledge. At first, a chance to 
attend school was denied him, and 
he taught himself the first rudiments 
of his own reader and of a little 
French reader which he fouud in a 
garbage heap. His superiors tried 
to "force him into the peasantry," 
as his friends put it. Often his 
books were confiscated and he was 
shut up so that he could not study. 

Hut he worked patiently and 
gradually overcame one obstacle 
after another. He finally secured 
work with a railroad in southern 
Russia in the freight department, 
and slowly began to rise. His in- 
stinct for finance won him renown. — 
- Thompson. ,ss.

By the action, yesterday, of the 
Stephen M. White Memorial As- 
sociation, which made final awards 
for the design of the memorial that 
is to be placed in the Courthouse 
grounds, the early award of the 
contract and the quick completion 
Of the memorial are assured. 

Award of the Brat premium for 
design, $250, was made 1o Douglas 
Tilden, a San Francisco sculptor; 
second premium, ftl.50, to J, F. 
Brines, sculptor, and C R. Cald- 
well, architect, of New York, and 
the third premium Of $75 went to 
Edgar Walter, sculptor, also of San 
Francisco, who now is engaged in 
study in Paris. Mr. Tilden, who 
secured fit si premium, was .assisted 
in the execution of the design by 
Ernest Coxhesd, architect. 

Although the designs have, been 
accepted and the premium award- 
ed, this award does not carry with 
it the contract for the erection of 
the monument. That is a matter 
which will rest entirely with the 
committee having the matter in 
charge. 

H is of interest to note that the 
sculptor successful in gaining the 
first premium is a m.tivo son of 
California aw was the distinguished 
lawyer and statesman whose mommy 
is to be perpetuated in the raising 
ol the shaft in the city. Dougl** 
Tilden is well known for his skill 
as a sculptor, and was born in the 
state, his grandparents having been 

among the earliest wdiite settlers 
of Santa Cruz, where the late 
Senator White passed a part of his 
life. The Tildcns established their 
home in the northern country in 
1846. 

To add to the fame that Mr. 
Tilden has gained for the execution 
of really remarkable wort Isthefaot 
that heattained hisproflclenoyaaan 
artist despite an afaiotioo that must 
have proved a irreat handicap, for 
he is a deaf-mute. 

It is announced by the committee 
that it intends now to proceed with 
the greatest dispatch possible to let 
the contract for the erection of the 

memorial that is to grace the 

grounds surrounding the county 
building, and it is expected that the 

work will be completed at an early 

date thereafter. 

The memorial fund which origin- 
ally was something less than $20,000 
amounts to about $22,000, as it has 
been drawing interest ever since its 
subscription four years ago.

Th* Uallnudet Memorial. 

It ia proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
iiuildlng for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-MuteH. The present Church 
is sitnatetl on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a faoade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per - 
nittod. and it is suggested as a 
most titling memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf- mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street froat and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for "The (Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish BaUding" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, iu Ita position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
